It was a proud moment in Iron- 
bound's history when 15 elected 
officials, religious and community 


- leaders joined together to announce 
= their opposition to SCA's plans for a 


toxic waste incinerator. The group 
included Blacks, Whites, Portuguese, 
Puerto Ricans, Polish, Spanish, and 
Italian people. 

“No one thought that Ironbound's 
diverse population would unite to fight 
SCA’s proposal,” said Bob Cartwright 
of the Ironbound Committee Against 
Toxic Wastes. “But we've shown that 
they were wrong.” 

Hank Martinez, East Ward City Council 
member said, “They want us to be the 
guinea pigs for the whole state.” 

Peter Shapiro, Essex County Executive, 
added that, “The technology they want to 
Both men said they 
were totally opposed to siting the incinera- 
tor in Ironbound. There are currently only 
a few such incinerators in the United 
States. One incinerator near Trenton blew 
up in 1977 killing six workers and allowing 
thousands of gallons of toxic chemicals to 
get into the air. No one is sure about new 
toxic chemicals produced in the incinera-

of Metro-Newark Committee on Occupa- 
tional Safety and Health stated that 
“nobody knows the effects on peoples” 
health from breathing in so many 
different kinds of toxic chemicals at once.” 

Many of the chemicals that would be 


- brought to the incinerator cause cancer. 


Many are dangerous even in very small 
amounts. l 

Sister Patricia McManus of St. Aloysius 
School stated that neighborhood residents 
are acutely aware of the problems that 
toxic chemicals can cause. “St. Aloysius 


‘remembers 1977, when students had to be 


evacuated from our school because of a 
leak of ammonia in the area.” 

A representative of Marie Villani, 
another member of the City Council, 
announced Ms. Villan’s opposition to the 
incinerator. Ms. Villani said she was “in 
total support of the Ironbound residents in 
their fight against SCA. We've been trying 
to build up a positive image of Newark. 
This plant would destroy all those efforts.” 

Freeholder Angelo Ciffelli also sent a 
message saying he would join in the fight 
against it.

Portuguese community, said, “I'm opposed 
to the incinerator proposal. My uncle died 
of cancer.” 

Lyn Powell, minister at Trinity Reformed 
Church said, “The churches need to take a 
stand in opposition to this proposal.” 

Maria Durkin, Parent Coordinator of the 
Ironbound Childrens’ Center, referred to 
the high incidence of lead poisoning and 
asthmatic conditions among children in 


Ironbound and said, “How much more 
toxic pollution can we expose our children 
to. Parents don’t like worrying about what 
will happen to their childrens’ health in the 
future.” 

Fran Wingren, President of the 
Ironbound Community Corporation, 
whose father worked with chemicals his 
whole life and died of cancer, read a 
resolution passed by the Ironbound board 
of Trustees in complete opposition to SCA’s 
proposed incinerator. She also said, “SCA’s 
proposal is an insult to residents of Newark 
who have worked hard to make their 
community a better place to live. But now, 
all round me, there are widows living alone, 
whose husbands died of cancer. Why?” 

Rev. David Burgess. of St. Stephen’s 
Church on Wilson Ave., added some facts 
about Congressional investigations 
concerning SCA and organized crime. He 
also said, “If SCA’s proposal for a toxic 
waste incinerator are allowed then 


_Ironbound would become a waste haven for 


companies who want to make a fast buck.” 
All of the leaders present said they would 
actively oppose the plans for the toxic 
incinerator. “I think it’s unfortunate we 
have to fight constantly to live safely,” said 
Marie Durkin.

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“A Towering Inferno!” 


That's how one resident described the 
fire that destroyed Ferry Wholesalers Co. 
in the early morning hours of Oct. 24. 

“Never in my life have I seen fire like 
that,” said a man who lives across the 


_ street. “When I looked out the window and 


saw it, 1 woke up my wife and children and 
got them out of there. They went to stay 
with friends. Who knows what was stored 
in there? I wasn't taking any chances.” 

“I saw fire inside the building, through 
the windows,” said Ed Golda, who turned 
in the alarm on the fire. “I had to go all the 
way to chapel St. before 1 found a call box. 
By the time I got back -it was only minutes 
- the whole building was up in flames. I 
heard two or three explosions.” 

11 fire engines and 4 trucks responded to 
the 3 alarm blaze, almost 100 firemen. 
LonnieTucker, fire department spokesman 
said, “It was like the Fourth of July.” 
Tucker said he heard several explosions 
and saw 55 gallon drums shooting into the 
air, (Star Ledger, Thursday, Oct. 29 - the 
Ledger did not print the story of the fire 
until the following Thursday after people 
talked to them about the lack of coverage). 


Residents as far away as St. Charles St. 
said they saw barrels flying up from the 
fire. A woman on Waydell St. looked up 
and saw a “fireball the size of a football” 
go past her window. Families at Hyatt 
Court also reported seeing pieces of 
burning flying debris. 

Smoke from the fire was thick and acrid. 
Families in Hyatt Court stuffed rags and 
towels around their windows to try to keep 
the smoke out. People watching the fire 
could not get very close because the smoke 
irritated their eyes and throats. Those in 
the smoke’s path reported similar symp- ` 
toms - burning eyes and thorat. 

The fire smoldered and erupted again for 
36 hours. 

“Tm not surprised by this fire,” one man 
said. “Everybody knows that chemicals 
were stored there, and in Breyers too. 
That'll probably go next.” 

If you were exposed to the smoke and 
fumes and are continuing to have any 
health effects (eye, nose or throat irri- 
tation, coughing or other lung problems, 
rash on your skin, etc.) call your doctor or 
the Ironbound Health Project, 589-4668.

Know Your Rights | 


Q: Can my gas & electricity be shut off 
during the winter? 

A: PSE&G cannot shut off service from 
Nov. 15 to March 15 for people receiving 
SSI, AFDC, or welfare benefits, anyone in 
the Lifeline, Pharmaceutical Assistance to 
the Aged (PAA), or Home Energy Assis- 
tance programs, or anyone who cannot 
pay the bill because of other circumstances 
beyond their control. 


Q: If I have a severe medical problem, 
and I can't pay my utility bill, will I b 
shut off? ) 

A: Your utilities cannot be shut off if the 
shut off would aggravate a serious medical 
problem. A doctor's note may be required. 
The company can be prevented from 
shutting off the utilities for up to 2 months, 
with certain time extensions permitted. 


Q:Will the utility company tell me when 
my gas & electricity is going to be shut off? 

A: They might or might not. But if they 
don't they will be breaking the law. They 
must write to you 10 days before the day 
you are scheduled to be shut off. 


Q: What if Iam a tenant and my utilities 
are threatened with shut off because the 


apartment? 

A: Shutoffs are prohibited unless the 
utility company has given tenants notice, 
and has offered the tenants continued 
service to be billed to them. If there is an 
outstanding bill the landlord will not pay, 
the tenants can pay the bill out of their 
rent money, get a receipt from the utility 
company and deduct this amount off the 
next month's rent. Be sure to send a copy 
of the receipt to the landlord along with a 
letter explaining what the tenants have 
done. Keep a copy of all letters and send 
them certified mail, return receipt re- 
quested. 


Are you over 65? Are you disabled? 
You may be eligible for LIFELINE, the government program 


which can help you pay your utility bills. You may be eligible even if 


your utility costs are included in your rent!

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On Saturday, Oct. 24, Ferry Wholesalers, 
a company which had been illegally 
storing toxic wastes exploded. Fire spread 
quickly. Traffic was diverted for most of the 
day. The Arson Squad of the Newark Fire 
Department is conducting an investigation 
about the cause of the blaze, They cannot 
comment on their investigation until it is 
completed. 

In April of 1980, Chemical Control Co. in 
Elizabeth also exploded and caught fire 
forcing school closings and the evacuation 
of many people. Firemen and others are 
still suffering health problems from that 
disaster. The company was involved in a 
forced clean up of the toxic mess at the site. 
Chemical Control had been storing toxic 
wastes illegally for years while the State 
Department of Environmental Protection 
dragged its feet. 

The incident in Elizabeth showed many 
Ironbound residents how dangerous a toxic 
waste “accident” could be. One Elizabeth 
resident said, “They'll never be able to 
prove who set the fire. Everybody has their 
own guess.” 

“On Saturday, our fears turned into 
realities,” said June Kruszewski of the 
Ironbound Committee Against Toxic 
Wastes. “Luckily, we were able to get most 
of the toxic chemicals removed before this 
fire happened. If we hadn’t this would have 
been another Chemical Control. But, there 
shouldn’t have been any chemicals there at 
all. They were illegally there, but the state 


- allowed the owners to delay.”

“Katherine Dresdner, lawyer for the 
Committee, said, “We formally intervened 


_ as ‘Friends of the Court,’ in the case against 


Ferry Wholesalers (Tress Chemicals) last 
April with the approval of Judge Dwyer of 
New Jersey Superior Court. People from the 
Committee had been attending the court 
proceedings since November 1980. Judge 
Dwyer told us we had a right to be formally 
represented in the case because we would be 
the ones affected.” 

Ferry Wholesalers had been investigated 
and cited for illegally storing toxic wastes 
in February 1980 by the New Jersey 
Department of Environmental Protection 
(DEP). There was, however, a lack of 
enforcement by the state officials and 
Ferry Wholesalers continued for another 
half year to accept and store more toxic 
wastes, illegally. The City of Newark then 
investigated the company, filed a formal 
complaint, charging them with numerous 
violations of the fire code and not having a 
certificate of occupancy. 

“We told Judge Dwyer that as long as the 
penalties were low or non-existent, there 
would be no incentive for this company or 
any other to clean up the toxic mess that 
they made. Instead, they continue to store 
toxic chemicals until a disaster -finally 
happens,” said Arnold Cohen, another 
member of the Committee. 

“The lawyer for Ferry Wholesalers 
asked the Judge to give them a chance, 
and some time. They got both. It gave us 
the chance to see another example of 
corporate responsibility,” said Eddy H. 
Irwin, a neighborhood resident. 

The case dragged on without much being 
done until the Ironbound Committee 
intervened. Then hundreds of drums 
loaded with toxic waste were finally 
removed from the site. 

“What we saw on Friday night, drums of

chemicals flying through the air and a 
plume of smoke and chemical vapors 
drifting through our neighborhood can 
happen again. That's way our Committee 
is fighting to get all of these toxic wastes 
removed from here and to make sure no one 
gets the opportunity to bring more toxics 
here legally,” said Madelyn Hoffman. 
SCA-Earthline is currently proposing to 
build a toxic waste incinerator so they can 
bring more toxic wastes to their Ironbound 
plant. ' 
“This episode shows again why 
Ironbound residents don't want SCA to 
build a toxic waste incinerator here. Too 


many lives would be endangered,” said 
Mary Ann Vuocolo, a Committee member. 

“If this can happen with a little company 
and a small amount of wastes, imagine 
what will happen with a company that 
brings in 6 million gallons a year like SCA 
wants to do,” said John Dillon. “We're sick 
and tired of the government allowing this 
to happen.” 

“The laws are too weak, the corporations 
are tóo strong, and we're sitting ducks,” 
said Ann Irwin, another resident. 

Now it's time for the sitting ducks to 
stand up and fight back to protect their 
homes, their. health and their children. 


Elizabeth Residents Fight 
Pollution Too! 


Ironbound residents are not the only 
ones worried about the health affects and 
dangers of chemicals produced, stored or 
dumped in their neighborhood. 

On Oct. 13, members and supporters of 
Coalition for United Elizabeth (CUE), a 
citizen group in Elizabeth, testified during 
court hearings against Reichhold Chemi- 
cal Inc. 

Residents have made frequent com- 
plaints of horrible smells coming from the 
plant. “Often we can't sleep at night, the 
smell is so bad,” said one near by resident. 
“It's mostly at night and on weekends that 
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it's worst. Then you can't get an inspector 
to come out.” So the company can get 
away with breaking the law. 

A doctor who testified at the court 
hearing said residents are experiencing 
health problems which could be caused by 
chemicals coming from Reichhold. 

Because of residents participation, 
Judge Dugan said, “I want to get a 
solution...I’m concerned with the health 
and safety of the community.” 

CUE will continue to fight chemical 
companies causing problems for the 
health of Elizabeth residents.

Voting Rights 
Act Extended 


Recently, the U.S. House of Representa- 
tives voted 389 to 24 to extend the Voting 
Rights Act of 1965. 

“T believe that this strong, bipartisan 
vote will be a clear sign to the Senate that 
the country is strongly in favor of this 
extension to protect our most cherished 
right,” said Representative Peter Rodino. 
“No right in our democracy is more 
fundamental than the right to vote, and no 
law is more vital to securing that right for 
America’s minorities than the Voting 
Rights Act of 1965. The Act has helped 
over 1 million blacks, hispanics, and other 
minorities register and vote in areas of the 
country where they were previously denied 
the right.” 

Rodino said that hundreds of witnesses 
from around the country testified before 
the Judiciary Committee offering personal 
evidence that discrimination in voting still 
exists. In the past this discrimination took 
the form of literacy tests. “Now, there are 
other methods,” Rodino said. 

The Voting Rights Act was due to expire 
in August 1982.

MULTI -DIMENSIONAL 
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Public Housing Residents Say: 
“We Want What We Pay For!” 


More and more tenants are becoming 
concerned about the conditions in public 
housing. On Saturday, Oct. 31, nearly 30 
people gathered'in the Recreation Room in 
FDR to join together with the Ironbound 
United Neighbors (IUN) to fight against 
repeated cutbacks in services by the 
Housing Authority, their landlord. 

IUN, a group made up mostly of senior 
citizens, have been fighting for 2 years for 
security, better maintenance and social 
services at Hyatt Court & FDR Homes. 

“My rent is going up,” said one tenant. 
“I wouldn't mind paying more if I.was 
getting more service. But we're getting less 
and less service. Why should I pay for 
something I'm not getting?” 

“My basement is still filled with junk 
from the time the sewers backed up, a 
couple of weeks ago. Why haven't they 
come around to clean it up? Why haven't 


- they fixed the sewers? They've known they 


were clogged up for a long time now. Why 
don’t, they fix them?” ~ 

These were some of the concerns of 
residents, old and young, at the meeting. 
Most tenants felt very strongly that 
Housing Authority is not meeting the 


‘terms of their lease. In the past few years, 


tenants have seen many maintenance men 
laid off, have not been able to get supplies, 
and have had to wait months for needed 
repairs. 


2 weeks ago, 4 apartments were flooded 
out when the sewers backed up. One 
tenant transferred and 3 more were 
requesting transfers. Residents know that 
1 vacant apartment often leads to another, 
and are worried that apartments will stay 
empty until the sewers get fixed. 

The new boilers which were installed 
last year were not pisking correctly, as of 
Oct. 29, 1981. 


In addition, only 4 or 5 steamfitters 
(people who fix radiators) are on the job to 
serve 12,000 apartments around the city. 
“What’s going to happen in the middle of 
winter, when it becomes critical for 
tenants -to have heat, and there’s one 
problem after another to solve?” asked one 
person at the meeting. 

“They just don’t want to spend the 
money in the projects,” said another 
person. “They act like they don’t want us 
to live here.” Housing Authority has 
money available for FDR which it has not 
spent. 

The group agreed to meet on al enla 
basis and to join their efforts to those at 
Hyatt Court. They agreed to pressure the 
Housing Authority to get the sewers fixed 
up and the radiators and boilers working 
before the winter comes. 

The Ironbound United Neighbors plans 
to hold a meeting at Hyatt Court, on Sat. 
November 21, at 1:00 PM, in the Recrea- 
‘tion Room. They urge all tenants to attend, 
so they can begin to work together to make 
the Housing Authority fix up vacant 
apartments and rent them out, and take 
care of needed maintenance and repairs.

Residents are afraid that this halfway 
house for criminals - a place where people 
could live, be supervised and hold a job 
instead of just being in jail - would not be 
safely run.

“A halfway house may be a good 
idea but it should be in a place that has 
good police protection just in case there's 
trouble. There are only 3 police cars for all 
of Ironbound. All the walking patrolmen 
are up on Broad St. protecting the office 
buildings. So who do we have to protect us 
if they put in this halfway house?

nas horas sedo da manhá do dia 24 de

“Nunca na minha vida vi assim um 
fogo,” disse um homem que vive no outro 
lado da rua. “Quando eu olhei pela minha 
janela e vi aquilo, eu acordei a minha 
mulher e os meus filhos e tireì dali para 
fora.

P: O que acontecerá se eu sou um inquilino 
e o meu-senhorio não paga o gas e 
electricidade do meu apartamento? 


R: Os cortes estão proibidos até que a 
companhia comunique ao inquilino sobre o 
que será feito. Se o inquilino concordar, a 
companhia do gas continuará fornecendo o 
gas e eletricidade, e enviará a conta para o 
inquilino.
